In another, a supera- 
bundanco of carbonic acid ges i claimed to be the 
cause of diseaso.

In suffocation by carbonic scid gas, or drown- 
ing, the glottis closes by m spasmodic contraction, 
andmever opens if the animal heat is much dimin- 
ished. 

Persons have been known to remain in an al 
mosphere of carbonic acid gas for sevaral minute 
and then to recover by inhaling pure oxygen, 
which instantly raised tho animal heat and revived 
tho ciroulation of tho blood, Sir Humphrey Davy 
made a great number of experiments upon animals 
1o establish this fact.
